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Friday evening the Rosebud Creek formed a layer of mist above it in Didsbury, causing many people to stop and enjoy its 
beauty. 
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After over 20 years on the 
job, Mountain View County’s 
Chief Administrative Officer 
(CAO) Harold Johnsrude has 
been served his walking pa¬ 
pers, after a 4-3 vote was 
made by County council to 
dismiss him of his duties. 

Now, not only is the 
County on the hunt for a new 
administrator, but will also 
have to find a new councillor 
for the Cremona and Water 
Valley area, after second- 
term incumbent for Division 
2, Charlie Van Arnam 
stepped down from council. 

Van Arnam along with 
Councillor Gwen Day and 
Reeve A1 Kemmere all op¬ 
posed the dismissal of the 
CAO. Councillors Dave 
Derksen, Liz Negropontes, 
Kathy Blain, and Arnie Shea 
voted to dismiss the CAO. 

The decision to relieve 
Johnsrude of his duties came 
as a shock to many people. 

“Yes, it caught me totally 
by surprise. I had no idea 
this was going to happen,” 
said the County’s Reeve A! 


Kemmere. 

Talks to relieve Johnsrude 
of his job wasn’t on the 
agenda. 

Last Tuesday council met 
to listen to public input on 
Cuff’s report -talks quickly 
headed in an unexpected direc¬ 
tion. 

When recommendation 
number one popped on the 
screen and Reeve A1 Kemmere 
asked for council’s thoughts, 
Councillor Dave Derksen 
spoke up - but didn’t discuss 
recommendation number one. 

Derksen said that before 
any of these recommendations 
could be put into place, the 
public needs to have trust not 
only in their council, but also 
their administration. 

“The public have told us 
over and over that they don’t 
trust this organization - this 
council and the administra¬ 
tion,” Derksen said. “This is 
an ugly thing for me to say, 
but if this council doesn’t 
want to change administra¬ 
tion, then let’s not. However, 
before we can go anywhere we 


have to make up our mind - 
are we comfortable with our 
administration?” 

“We have to change, and in 
order to change we have to 
change some people . The rea¬ 
son we need change is to keep 
the person in that chair ac¬ 
tive -because you get in a rut 
and you start doing the same 
things over and over. My peo¬ 
ple, who I speak to. all say the 
same thing, ‘we have to 
change the whole way of do¬ 
ing business,”’ said Council¬ 
lor Liz Negropontes, prior to 
council going into a closed- 
door meeting. 

Following council’s deci¬ 
sion to oust the CAO, 
Negropontes says that she 
simply voted to fire 
Johnsrude, because she feels 
this is how her constituents 
feel, and doesn’t support any¬ 
one in a higher-up position to 
be doing the same job for 
more than five years. 

“1 was simply representing 
my taxpayers who voted for 
me,” she said. 

“They want a change in 


direction. You don’t have 
someone in place for too long 
a period of time. I fully believe 
in that. It’s nothing to do 
with Mr. Johnsrude as a per¬ 
son, at all. He has tremen¬ 
dous talent in many things; 
it’s just time for change. The 
taxpayers spoke by changing 
five of us during October’s 
election.” 

Negropontes says that one 
of her recommendations is to 
bring a CAO on-board who is 
on a contract basis only, so 
that, that person is only with 
the organization for three to 
five years, then bring in 
someone else. 

“He (or she) will not be an 
employee - he (or she) will be 
on contract.” 

Councillor Gwen Day ques¬ 
tions if the $50,000 corporate 
review by one of the Prov¬ 
ince’s best - George Cuff - was 
even necessary. She pointed 
out that Cuff did not put for¬ 
ward a recommendation to 
immediately fire Johnsrude.

Tuesday evening as the rain 
came down, a small homemade 
plane on its way to Grand Prairie 
also fell from the sky, killing two 
people. 

Didsbury Fire Dept., RCMR 
and Mountain View EMS were 
notified that the aircraft was 
down, and with the assistance of 
NAV Canada and STARS, they 
were able to locate the aircraft 
which was north of the 
Harmattan Gas Plant, about 10 
kms from Hwy 27, in a farmer’s 


field. 

“Didsbuiy initially responded 
to the call, when it was believed it 
was in their area,” said Sundre 
RCMP Sgt. Percy Leipnitz. “We 
were dispatched out after it was 
discovered it was actually in our 
area.” 

NAV Canada reported that the 
aircraft was believed to have 
crashed due to the emergency bea¬ 
con being transmitted from the 
aircraft. At that time they dis¬ 
patched a fly over, and it confirmed 
the aircraft was down. MVEMS 
was not able to track the location

Highlights 
- August 9,2005 


At the June 14, 2005 
Regular Council Meeting, 
Council was informed 
about a request for reim¬ 
bursement of a pre-pur- 
chased cemetery plot. The 
request contravened the 
Cemetery Bylaw and the 
Town of Didsbury was 
unable to meet the re¬ 
quest without amending 
the Bylaw. The request 
for reimbursement was 
withdrawn, however Ad¬ 
ministration is still ex¬ 
pected to review the By¬ 
law and report back to 
Council. 

At the July 12, 2005 
Regular Council Meeting, 
Council requested further 
information regarding the 
KidSport program in 
Didsbury. KidSport 
Didsbury is a program 
that provides subsidies for 
the purchase of sporting 
equipment and/or regis¬ 
tration fees for lower in- 
copie families so that 
their children are able to 
participate in extracur¬ 
ricular sports 

KidSport provided 
their mission and funding 
guidelines, and Council 
approvedyto subsidize 
. $150 + GST towards the 
'. Multi-Purpose Room fee. 

• Council also asked that 
; Administration bring 
; back a policy regarding 
; rental and waiving of fees 
; for the Multi-Purpose 
Room and other Town Fa¬ 
cilities. 

Shawna Wallace from 
the Town of Hanna gave 
a presentation to Council 
on Engaging Youth in 
Rural Communities. 
Shawna spoke on how the 
Town of Didsbury can 
improve the quality of life 
and involvement for the 
youth on many levels in- 
fluring government, com- 
mirmy and themselves. 

Council passed a reso¬ 
lution for submission for 
consideration during the 
2005 Annual Alberta and 
Urban Mun icipalities 
Convention. This resolu¬ 
tion was asking for Al¬ 
berta Environment to re¬ 
view each report and send 
a copy of their analysis to 
the municipality regard¬ 


ing Imperial Oil and 
cleaning up sites. They 
also would like Alberta 
Environment to legislate 
the reclamation of sites 
irrespective of whether 
there is leeching to adja¬ 
cent properties or not. 
Council directed Admin¬ 
istration to address the 
properties within 

Didsbury that have been 
abandoned or orphaned 
and have been deemed 
“unusable”. 

Road closure requests 
were approved for the 
Didsbury Centennial Pa¬ 
rade on Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 17,2005, and for 
the Didsbury and District 
Chamber of Commerce 
Pancake Breakfast on 
Sunday, August 21, 2005. 

Council accepted and 
endorsed the Mission 
Statement regarding the 
Centennial Trail system. 
This statement will pro¬ 
vide guidance to the plan¬ 
ning process of the trail 
system. 

“The Centennial Trail 
system will promote an 
active lifestyle by provid¬ 
ing attractive corridors 
fqr people to walk both in 
and around Didsbury. 
The trail will be built in 
a manner that makes it 
enjoyable to walk for 
pleasure or exercise but 
be laid out so that people 
can access Didsbury’s 
many services and ameni¬ 
ties without having to 
use a motorized vehicle.” 

Council approved to 
send two representatives 
to attend the Third An¬ 
nual Myron Thompson 
Golf Tournament on Au¬ 
gust 24, 2005. 

Council approved new 
ice arena rates for the 
2005/2006 season. The 
new rates will be posted 
at the Arena and Town 
Administration Office. 

Council has directed Ad¬ 
ministration to not proceed 
with the 2005 Road Works 
and Utilities Tender, and to 
re-tender at the earliest pos¬ 
sible time in the New Year as 
the only bid received was 
twice the price our engineers 
projected the costs to be.

Topping and repeat pruning to keep trees small 
causes them to rot and starve. Topping removes a 
tree's nourishment source - the leaves that 
manufacture its food. 

Besides killing the tree, topping or cutting branch 
tips doesn't even work to keep it small. Ironically, 
it has the opposite effect: it causes rapid and 
unruly regrowth which is not only ugly, but 
significantly weaker than the original limbs.

Although the Town 
has completed all of the 
necessary tests and re¬ 
quirements for the re¬ 
construction of the 
north end of Main 
Street below and above 
ground, and have the 
necessary grants and 
dollars in place, we 
will need to postpone 
the project one more 
time. 

The tenders that we 
did receive were so far 
above our engineer’s 
cost analysis that we 
could not practically 
consider going ahead 
at this time. A new ten¬ 
dering process for the 
project throughout 
their off season will be 
initiated. We expect 


that should logically 
elicit more responses 
from busy contractors 
and that those re¬ 
sponses will be more in 
line with our engi¬ 
neer’s estimate of the 
cost. We will be patch¬ 
ing the road until the 
entire project goes 
ahead. 

Brian Wasko (who is 
in charge of town fa¬ 
cilities) has completed 
a thorough assessment 
of the state of all the 
Town buildings. Al¬ 
though there are some 
areas which will need 
attention soon accord¬ 
ing to the report, his 
regular maintenance 
schedule will stretch 
the life expectancy of 
the buildings and their 
contents. This build¬ 
ing condition assess¬ 
ment will be entered 
along with all of the 
other examination and 
documentation of Dids- 
bury’s responsibilities. 

The process of repair 
and replacement of de¬ 
teriorated, insufficient 
or inappropriate infra¬ 
structure depends on 
having a clear record of 
what we have and 
needs to be done in or¬ 
der of urgency. In or¬ 
der to be cost effective, 
many issues must be 


dealt with before they 
reach crisis propor¬ 
tions. It is one of 
Council’s goals to an¬ 


ticipate and prevent 
many issues, and to 
deal cost effectively 
with long terms plans 


to renew or replace 
needed infrastructure. 

Council plans to 
have an Infrastructure 


Master Plan and a 10 
Year Capital Plan in 
place by the end of 
2005.

Heavy infestation killing our trees 


Didsbury is looking aw¬ 
fully colorful for August, as 
trees everywhere drop their 
leaves early, too stressed to 
hang on to them any longer. 

The poplar trees will soon 
be bare, along with many 
other trees from the area, 
and according to Gerard 
Fournier from For Trees 
Ltd., many of these trees 
have bloomed for the last 
time, and will die before next 
spring. 

“The premature leaf drop 
is due to heavy infestation 
of aphids in pretty much all 
the trees in the area,” said 
Fournier. “We had a late 
frost this year, which badly 
affected the buds, and put 
them in stress, then the 
heavy rains in June followed 
by very warm temperatures. 
This really favored the aphid 
population.” 

According to Fournier, 
aphids are a very curious 
insect related to the mos¬ 
quito. All aphids are born 
female, pregnant and in 
colonies. They give birth to 
about 40 babies each week. 
Even if 98Cir of the aphids 
were killed off, the remain¬ 
ing 27f can re-populate. 

“You also need very heavy 
duty, industrial equipment 
to get rid of them,” said 
Fournier. 

The best thing people can 
do for their trees now is to 
give them extra water and a 
good fertilizer, a slow release 
fertilizer is a good option, 
said Fournier. For Trees 
Ltd. carry these, or will pro¬ 
vide a fertilizer service. 

“It is a lot of hard work 
keeping leaves on a tree and 
they just could not do it any 
more,” said Fournier. 
“There are also long term 
health consequences such as 
diseases caused by the 
aphids saliva. Aphids hit 
trees that are already under 
stress the hardest. Next 
year we will see a lot of dead 


trees.” 

Trees that have been 
topped will lose their leaves 
faster than a tree that has 
never been touched. Modern 
tree care methods seldom 
throw trees into stress, and 


according to Fournier it ac¬ 
tually helps to reduce stress 
by removing dead and dis¬ 
eased wood. 

For those interested in re¬ 
placing your trees, Fournier 
recommends the newer vari¬ 


eties because they are more 
resistant. 

If you have any further 
questions, you can contact 
Gerard Fournier at 335- 
8965. 

“It is happening to the 


poplars, maples and elms,” 
said Fournier. “We have had 
a big increase in calls, peo¬ 
ple calling for quotes, or 
wanting trees removed. This is 
a very serious problem, it is also 
very unusual.”

“His recommendation is 
to do a review now, and then 
another in six months. I 
don’t see this recommenda¬ 
tion. Good CAOs don’t come 
a dime a dozen, and I think 
we have one of the best. I am 
a little surprised we are 
jumping ahead of what he 
recommended,” Day said. 
“Obviously this is what this 
was meant to be. Why did 
you need a $50,000 report, 
if this is what we wanted to 
do?” 

Councillor Arnie Shea, 
who has in the past come 
out and made direct allega¬ 
tions towards Johnsrude in 
public meetings, also says 
it’s time for change. Shea 
says that Cuff couldn’t come 
out and directly recommend 
firing Johnsrude. 

“If you take the review, 
you have got to remember 
what Mr. Cuff has done 
here. He has avoided any li¬ 
abilities, and he has the 
right to do so. He cannot 
come out and say and give a 
blunt recommendation - you 
must read between the lines, 
and I have done that so 
many times and 1 keep com¬ 
ing up with the same an¬ 
swers,” Shea said. 

Reeve Kemmere immedi¬ 
ately tried to correct Shea 
on his statement. 

“George is number one. I 
don’t know how to explain 
it, but you bring in Cuff, 
and someone is going to get 
Cuffed. He has made count¬ 
less recommendations to 
other municipalities that 
CAO’s be terminated and 
other people be terminated. 
George has done it many 
times. He actually endorsed 
and recommended that we do 
a full review of Johnsrude 
and do another full one post 
six months. Reading be¬ 
tween the lines is always 
scary - you can always put 
words between the lines,” 
Kemmere said. 


“Some of us were elected 
to bring change and there 
was a reason for us. And, 
it’s in the report and I don’t 
see us going ahead with a 
real, clean vision with the 
problems that exist there,” 
Shea rebutted. 

Following last week’s de¬ 
cision to fire Johnsrude, 
Shea says he still believes 
Cuff’s Corporate Review was 
a good idea, but decided to 
support the motion to dis¬ 
miss the CAO as he believes 
it’s the only way to move 
ahead with the other recom¬ 
mendations. 

“I read the entire 160 
pages of the review several 
times and in order to change 
the direction the review rec¬ 
ommended and to satisfy the 
demands of the tax payers I 
chose to support the motion. 
I waived all personal issues 
and voted on the wishes of 
my taxpayers and the rec¬ 
ommendations in the re¬ 
view,” Shea said. 

Reeve A1 Kemmere, who 
was also very emotional last 
week, says that this has 
been a huge setback, but 
hopes the council can come 
together and work together 
for the betterment of all tax¬ 
payers in Mountain View 
County. 

When Kemmere was 
asked how council is ever 
going to agree on the other 
recommendations he said: “I 
am not sure how I am going 
to deal with that. I am hav¬ 
ing enough troubles just 
dealing with myself right 
now...Not everything is go¬ 
ing to be adopted. However, 
every recommendation is go¬ 
ing to be reviewed.” 

Kemmere says he can’t 
predict the future, so 
doesn’t know if a new CAO 
is necessarily the right an¬ 
swer, however, it’s a deci¬ 
sion that the majority of 
council decided to go ahead 
with. 


“I don’t know how the job 
is going to change with a 
new CAO,” he said. “I guess 
there was a lack of confi¬ 
dence in Harold by the ma¬ 
jority of council.” 

Kemmere says it’s time 
to get back to business. 

“I view this as a set¬ 
back, but business still has 
to go forward and council 
still has to work together to 
ensure business goes for¬ 
ward.” 

Johnsrude, who wasn’t 
willing to give a public 
statement to the press, will 
be given seven days to have 
a closed-door meeting with 
council. 

“Harold has been given a 
letter of intent to terminate. 
The actual termination has 
not been completed. He has 
an opportunity within the 
next seven days to have a 
hearing with council, if he 
chooses so. It’s an offer to 
him. If he does not accept 
that, then it’s time to sit 
down and discuss severance 
with him,” Kemmere ex¬ 
plained. 

George Cuff, himself, 
says he was shocked at 
council’s decision, as he had 
hoped they would move 
ahead with some of the rec¬ 
ommendations before termi¬ 
nating the current CAO. 

“I was not advised in ad¬ 
vance of the intention of 
four members of Council to 
move ahead with their 
agenda to make administra¬ 
tive change. I was of course 
aware that there were prob¬ 
lems but had hoped that 
Council would have gone 
through the review and as¬ 
sessment process as out¬ 
lined. Council is, of course, 
always within its rights to 
proceed as it has, recogniz¬ 
ing that there has been and 
will be some consequences,” 
Cuff said. 

Cuff says that this coun¬ 
cil needs to focus on serv-

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Van Arnam resigns from 
County Council

Mountain View County 
Councillor for Division 2 
Charlie Van Arnam has 
stepped down from council, 
after feeling a number of his 
colleagues on council are 
trying to take the municipal¬ 
ity in a direction he says he 
doesn't support. 

Van Arnam announced his 
decision to resign, following 
a vote last Tuesday, August 
9. which saw the County's 
long-time Chief Administra¬ 
tive Officer (CAO) Harold 
Johnsrude lose his job; a 
decision which Van Arnam 
strongly opposed and voted 
against, along with two 
other members of council. 

Van Arnam says he sup¬ 
ports the 62 recommenda¬ 
tions in a $50,000 Corporate 
Review which was just com¬ 
pleted by George Cuff. None 
of those recommendations, 
in his mind, was to immedi¬ 
ately release the CAO of his 
duties. 

“1 support the recommen¬ 
dations of the Cuff report as 
I read it and understand it. 
The majority of council has 
chosen to read different 
things into that report. In 
releasing the CAO the ma¬ 
jority of council has chosen 
to take the County in a di¬ 
rection that I am not will¬ 
ing to be a part of and with 
regret I was left no alterna¬ 
tive, but to resign my posi¬ 
tion as County councillor,” 
Van Arnam said. 


And, despite Van Arman 
feeling that the Cuff report 
has a lot of good material, 
he says he still isn’t con¬ 
vinced that it was done to 
enhance the County and 
move it forward. 

“I didn’t support doing 
the corporate review origi¬ 
nally, because I felt it was 
being done for the wrong 
motives and in fact I am on 
record as calling it a ‘witch 
hunt,’ and I think... this 
action proved that comment 
right." 

Van Arnam hopes that the

future will change; however, 
thinks that possibly the Cuff 
report didn’t state what 
some councillors were hop¬ 
ing it to say, so instead are 
doing as they please. 

“I hope the Cuff report 
showed everyone - our pub¬ 
lic, our critics, everyone - 
that we, council and admin¬ 
istration, needed to change 
and do things differently but 
the majority of council has 
chosen to ignore those rec¬ 
ommendations and forge 
their own path.” Van Arnam 
added. “There was a lot mis¬ 
conceptions about the role 
of administration and the 
role of councillors, and that 
was very unfortunate.” 

Van Arman says that he 
will hold his head up high, 
when he thinks of the past 
four years he sat on coun¬ 
cil; as he says he believes he 
did his ultimate best. 

“I regret having to do what 
I did resigning. I did my very, 
very best for all the residents 
of Mountain View County and 
the residents of Division 2. 1 
am proud of what I have ac¬ 
complished. I will not, would 
not sacrifice my principles to 
continue on in that position.” 

When asked if he ever plans 
to run for council in the future, 
Van Arman says it’s much too 
early to ask that question. 

The County’s Reeve A1 
Kemmere, who also voted to 
keep the CAO on with the 
County - like Van Arman - 
says that it’s going to be very 
different without Van Arnam 
on council, and he will be 
missed. 

“I believe Charlie is a 
good, strong councillor. I 
have the utmost respect for 
Charlie and he is going to 
he missed, there is no doubt 
about it,” Kemmere said. 

No date for a by-election 
has been set, as of press 
time.

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CESD and Sky Wings partnership soaring high

A ten year partnership be¬ 
tween Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) and Sky 
Wings Aviation Academy Ltd. 
has created an opportunity 
for youth across Canada to 
master the skies through the 
Aviation Space Camp pro¬ 
gram. 

“We saw a real link that we 
thought would make the path 
a lot easier for students. 
Some of these students were 
coming out of high school and 
didn’t have the right courses 
to enroll in aviation at a col¬ 
lege level,” said Sherry 
Cooper, Sky Wings director of 
Student Services. 

According to Cooper, they 
developed a program that 
would provide the right back¬ 
ground and training to lead 
students down the right path. 
Years ago they recognized a 
need for an aviation summer 
camp program that would 
provide students with the op¬ 
portunity of exploring a ca¬ 
reer in aviation and provide 
preparation for college level 
courses while allowing them 
to achieve credits at a high 
school level. 

Sherry, who is now an 
elected trustee in CESD, said 
that because Sky Wings was 
located within CESD and be¬ 
cause they saw the benefits of 


this partnership, they decided 
to work together to research 
and review this idea and then 
take it to Alberta Learning 
for approval. 

This program is the only 
program of its kind in 
Canada. Kids come from all 
over Canada and even places 
like Saudi Arabia and Ku¬ 
wait. It involves two different 
beginner level summer camps 
and one intermediate. Stu¬ 
dents are accommodated in 
apartments for the week long 
camps and are chaperoned. 

The program involves pub¬ 
lic speaking, journal writing, 
rocket construction and 
launching, unusual altitudes 
in airplanes, ground instruc¬ 
tion with a flight simulator, 
and actual flight instruction 
and experience. Eligible stu¬ 
dents are registered in CESD 
summer school and a teacher 
is provided to instruct the stu¬ 
dents on communication 
(public speaking and presen 
tation delivery). Students 
successfully completing the 
program receive three credits 
to go towards their high 
school diploma and they go 
home wearing special avia¬ 
tion space camp pilot jackets. 

“Every year we are maxed 
out,” said Dennis Cooper, Sky 
Wings chief executive officer 
(CEO), adding that they take 
approximately ten kids per

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QUESTION: What answer do you have for those who 
say being a mother and a housewife is boring and mo¬ 
notonous? 

DR. DOBSON: Some women see the responsibility 
that way, but we should recognize that most other occu¬ 
pations are boring, too. How exciting is the work of a 
waiter who serves food to customers every day, or a medi¬ 
cal pathologist who examines microscopic slides and bac¬ 
terial cultures from morning to night, or a dentist who 
spends his lifetime drilling and filling, or an attorney who 
reads dusty books in a secluded library or an author who 
writes page after page after page? Few of us enjoy heart¬ 
thumping excitement each moment of our professional 
lives. Even high-profile jobs have their boring dimensions. 

On a trip to Washington, D.C., a few years ago, my 
hotel room was located next to the room of a famous cel¬ 
list who was in the city to give a concert that evening. I 
could hear him through the walls as he practiced hour 
after hour. He did not play beautiful symphonic rendi¬ 
tions; he repeated scales and runs and exercises, over 
and over and over. This practice began early in the morn¬ 
ing (believe me!) and continued until the time of his con¬ 
cert. As he strolled on stage that evening, I'm sure many 
individuals in the audience thought to themselves, "What 
a glamorous life!" Some glamour! I happen to know that 
he had spent the entire day in his lonely hotel room in 
the company of his cello. Musical instruments, as you 
know, are terrible conversationalists. 

No, I doubt if the job of a homemaker and mother is 
much more boring than most other jobs, particularly if 
the woman refuses to be isolated from adult contact. But 
as far as importance of the assignment is concerned, no 
job can compete with the responsibility of shaping and 
molding a new human being. That statement is not par¬ 
ticularly politically correct in this cultural environment, 
but I believe it to be true. 

May I remind full-time mothers of one more important 
consideration: You will not always carry the responsibil¬ 
ity you now hold. Your children will be with you for a few 
brief years and the obligations you now shoulder will be 
nothing more than dim memories. Enjoy every moment 
of these days, even the difficult times, and indulge your¬ 
self in the satisfaction of having done an essential job 
right! 

QUESTION: My older child is a great student and 
earns straight A's year after year. Her younger sister, 
now in the sixth grade, is completely bored in school and 
won't even try. The frustrating thing is that the younger 
girl is probably brighter than her older sister. Why would 
she refuse to apply her ability like this? 

DR. DOBSON: There could be many reasons for her 
lack of academic interest, but let me suggest the most 
probable explanation. Children will often refuse to com¬ 
pete when they think they are likely to place second in¬ 
stead of first. Therefore, a younger child may avoid chal¬ 
lenging an older sibling in his area of greatest strength. 
If son No. 1 is a great athlete, then son No. 2 may be 
more interested in collecting butterflies. If daughter No. 
1 is an accomplished pianist, then daughter No. 2 may be 
a boy-crazy goof-off. 

This rule does not always hold true, of course, depend¬ 
ing on the child's fear of failure and the way he estimates 
his chances of successful competition. If his confidence is 
high, he may blatantly wade into the territory owned by 
big brother, determined to do even better. However, the 
more typical response is to seek new areas of compensa¬ 
tion that are not yet dominated by a family superstar. 

If this explanation fits the behavior of your younger 
daughter, then it would be wise to accept something less 
than perfection from her school performance. Every child 
need not fit the same mold -- nor can we force her to do 
so.
